It’s a sad thing to disillusion 
those who cherish the myth of 
their "imm unity” 
to poison 
Ivy or oak or sumac, but the 
fact remains that the season 
of prevalence of these toxic 
plants is fast approaching, and 
“forewarned is forearmed.” 
Botanical scientists say it is 
quite doubtful 
that anyone 
is absolutely immune to the 
■poisonous substance 
of 
the 
plants mentioned above. More 
and more authorities agree 
that susceptibility is a mere 
m atter of degree, 
varying 
with the condition of the in­ 
dividual, the condition of the 
plant and tho circumstances 
of exposure. 
According 
to 
the 
Texas 
State Department of Health. 
Texas' has its fair share of the 
100-plus plants and plant pro­ 
ducts known to lie capable of 
causing 
sometimes 
severe 
skin irritations. Among them 
are the parsnip, lady-slippor, 
cultivated primrose especially 
when in flower,) 
lily bulbs 
and stalks, 
stinging nettle 
and vanilla l>oans. 
But by far the most com­ 
mon cause of plant derm atitis 
in Texas and elsewhere in the 
United States is poison ivy 
- 
known to botanists by the 
tongue-twisting nam e of Rhus 
toxicodendron. 
A 
cousin — 
poison sumac, by mime 
is 
common to the swampy reg­ 
ions of eastern Texas, 
and 
can sometimes produce severe 
reactions. 
For all practical purposes, 
poison ivy and poison oak are 
the same thing 
Poison oak 
is simply any poison ivy that 
grows as a bush ra th e r than 
n vine. 
Poison ivy is an unusually 
Inconsistent species of plant. 
Besides growing 
as a bush 
and a vine, 
the size of its 
berries and the outline of its 
leaves often vary widely. Its 
leaves 
are 
characteristically 
egg-shaped and pointed, but 
the edges may lie smooth and 


unbroken 
or 
saw-toothed 
M oreover, these variations 
m ight 
occur 
on

plant, o r leaves on an entire 
plant m ay bo similar.

Weeds In Grass 
Want to fertilize your ber­ 
muda grass lawns and kill 
weeds 
at the same time? 
Ammonium nitrate dissolved 
in water at the rate of I lh. 
of tho pure material to a gal­ 
lon of water and 
sprayed 
broadcast over the lawn at 
the rate of 4 gallons of the 
mixture per 1000 square feet 
of space will kill most annual 
woods and grasses, says Coun­ 
ty Agent Kirby Clayton. 
The solution may also kill 
back the tops of the* bermuda 
grass, says Clayton, but the 
underground root system will 
put out new shoots and the 
lawn will soon return to nor­ 
mal again. The lawn should 
be mowed 
3-4 days before 
treatment for best results, 
says Clayton. 
This allows 
time for tender growth to de­ 
velop which is, in turn, more 
susceptible 
to the nitrate 
solution. 
The fertilizer solution is 
very corrosive and sprayers 
or sprinkler cans used to ap­ 
ply it should be thoroughly 
rimed after ase.

Some Farmers 
Losing Social 
Security Benefits 
Are you one of a number of 
farmers in the Abilene area 
who are not getting social 
security credit for their earn­ 
ings? R. R. Tuley, Jr.. social 
security 
district 
manager, 
said today that some farmers 
do not file tax returns be­ 
cause they don’t cam enough 
to owe income tax. 
These farm ers are losing 
social .security protection that 
they will need someday — 
or that their families may 
ne^ci tomorrow. 
Tuley said even if a self­ 
employed 
farm er 
docs 
not 
have enough income 
to owe 
income tax, he still needs to 
file a tax return in order to 
receive social security credits. 
If a farm er’s gross profit 
is $6fX) or more and his net 
profit is $400 or more, 
the 
law says he must report his 
income for social security and 
pay the social security tax on 
his net earnings, Tuley point­ 
ed out. 
If he has a net profit of 
less than SIGO, or even a loss, 
but had a gross profit of at 
least $600, he may file.using 
what is known as the optional 
method, 
and 
receive social 
security credits for his earn­ 
ings. 
Under the optional method 
of filing, Tuley said, a farmer 
whose gross profit is betw-eon 
$600 and $2,400, but his net 
is less than $1,600, ho may 
nevertheless report and get 
credit, for $1,600. 
Tuley said that a farmer 
who has not reported 
his 
earnings for social security 
has about 3 years to make 
the report, pay the back tax­ 
es due, and get the earning-- 
credit to his social security 
record.
